The Camorrlat, said Fabronl ln his testl¬

mony, haa no polltlcal ldeals. He exploita
both the electors and the elected for galn.
The leaders dlstrlbute hands throughout
Napiea and they have recourse to vtolence
to obtain the votes of the electors for tne
candidates they have determlned to sup¬
port. Those who refuse to vote as lnstruct-
ed are beaten, alashed wlth knlvea or kld-

STIMSON SEEKING PEACE
Secretary Calls Conference for a

"Real" Army Bill.

ASKS LAWMAKERS TO HELP

Believes They Have Been Mis-
informed, and That Amicable

Agreement Is Possible.
[From Th* Tribune Bureau.]

Washington, July 8..Hoplng to be able to
draft an army bill on the needs of the s?r-
vlce and devold of the so-called "Imperfect
theories of leRislatlon," the Secretary of
War has planned a series of conferences of
the heads of varlous branchea of the ser¬

vice and members of Congress, and has
called the flrst sesslon to convene at the
War Department to-morrow.
Personal invltatlons bave been extended

to Senator du Pont and Kepresentatlve
Hay, chalrman of the Mllitary <ommltt^es
of the two houses, to take part In the de-
llberatlons. and the members of these com-

mlttees have also been asked to attend.
Secretary Stlmson believes that much of

the bltter feellng and animoslty attendlng
the passlng of the army bill vetoed ly
President Taft can be ellmlnated, and that
an amicable agreement can be reached t s

to the present needs of the army through
these confer»nees. He thinks that members
of Congress who have been advocatlng rad-
lcal changes in the system are laborlng
under falae lmpressions, and lt Is his atafl
to furnlsh them full Information on tbe
polnts InTOlved in the controversles.
As pointed out by the Fresldent in bis

niesimge vetolng the bill passed several
weeka ago, Becretary stlmson feeis that
the "army of the Unlted States Is far 100

vltal an instltution to be made the victlm
of hasty or imperfect leglslatlon." His Idea
ls that the experlenoed offlcers In the ser¬

vice are better ahk lo say what practlcal
reforma are urgent than those outaide the
service.

It is Mr. Btlmson's hope that the factlons
now at l(»rgerhfads wlll lay askb- personal
feellng ar.d unlte in an effort to draft a

measure Whlch wlll meet the needs of the
aervlce.
Just what attitude the members of Con¬

gress IntereOted ln the Wood-Hay-Alns-
worth controveray will assume toward the
overtures of the Secretary of War ls a

ma_er «,f conjecture. There are some sort

feellngs as a consequenee of the flght ovei

the vetoed bill, and the bickerlngs leadlns.
up to Ita enactment. but lt ls belleved thal
several members of the Mllitary commltteei
wlll attend the conferences.

It ls expected that tho latest army bll
to pass the Houae wlll be held up ln thi
Senate, pendlng the outcome of the affortj
of tho War Department to draft a "real'
army bill. The last army bill to paaa thi
House was sttlpped of some of lts objec-
tlonable features, especially the ouster pro-
viBlon almed at Oeneral l_onard Wood
Chlef of the Staff. but lt la atlll far fron
aatlsfacvory tn the admlnlstratlon.
